Wasumeron, D. C., July &8—Some indus- 
trious person has braugbt to light a portion of 
the testimony taking by the Treasury Investi- 
gating Committee of Senator Davis, of West 
Virginia, which the Democrats of the Senate 
refused to have published. It appears that the 
discovery upon which Senator Davis evidently 
hangs the most of hig sanguine expectations is 
the annual statements of the public debt made 
by the Secretary of the Treasury and those 
made by the Register. Mr. Davis summoned as 
his first witness in the investigation Mr. Glenni 
W. . Scofield, Register of the Treasury. One 
single answer made by him seems to express 
the whole matter very clearly. Mr. Scofield 
said: 

The Register formerly made his report of the 
public debt by what they called issues and re- 
demptions. The Secretary’s was made from 
receipts and expenditures. The amount of 
bonds issued and the amount redeemed would 
be shown on the Register’s books. Deducting 
the amount redeemed. from the amount issued 
would show 

THE AMOUNT OF THE PUBLIC DEBT 
in one way. The amount of moneys received 
on account of the publiedebt might differ from 
ine amount of issues of ds,—l mean, might 
differ at one particular „ because the moneys 
would be Treasury. and @ re- 
port made on the day would show so much re- 
ceipts of money, but the bonds micht not be 
issued for several days after. A report made 
on thé basis of receipts, therefore, would 
differ from a report made on the 
basis of the issues, and 80 with 
expenditures on behalf of redemptions. If a 
bundred million of the 4 per cents had been 
subecribed and paid for on the last day of tne 
fiscal year, the bonds would not have been issued 
until the Ist of July, the beginning of another 
filsca] year. Ry the Treasurer’s books, the pub- 
lic debt would appear to be increased by that 
amount, but the increase would notshow onthe 
iss ue- books of the Register 
UNTIL THE FOLLOWING YEAR. 

So if the Treasurer had redeemed that amount 
on that day, bis report would show that reduc- 
tion of the public debt, but the redeemed bonds 
would not appear on the Regigter’s books until 
the first of the following fiscal vear.“ 

Notwithstanding this full explanation, Mr. 
Davis was not coutent, and he has caused a 
table to be prepared showing the increase or 
decrease, as shown by comparison of the Regis- 


ter’s statements with those of the Secretary for 


each year, from 1833 to 1870, ignoring the fact 
that each discrepancy is taken up 
IN THE NEXT ANNUAL REPORT. 

Mr. Davis foots up the inerease column for the 
whole series of years, and from the total sub- 
tracts the total of the decrease column, leaving 
a difference or increase in the Secretarv’s state- 
ment as compared with the Register’s state- 
ment amounting to 627, 767.341. 

Senator Beck seems to have been troubled by 
the erasures said to exist in the Treasurer’s 
books.

JUSTICE. 

HOW THE —— oot masa THAT

Wasuineton, D. C., July 8—~—A difference of 
opinion, the outcome of which is likely to have 
an important bearing upon the work of collect- 
ing the internal :evenue, bas developed itself 
between Commissioner Raum and First-Comp- 
troller Porter, with regard to the interpreta- 
tion of one sentence contained in the Judicial 
Appropriation bill. The matter formed the 
subject of in extended conference between the 
two officials’ named and the Attorney-General 
this afternoon. Former bills making appro- 
priationg for the Department of Justice 
have contained a provision appropriat- 
ing a specified sum “for the transporta- 
tion of prisoners to their place of cunfine- 
ment”; but in the Dill now undergoing 
interpretation the latter part of this sentence is 
omitted, and the appropriation is made simply 
for the transportation of prisoners.” Gen. 
Raum holds that this should be construed so as 


to cover 
ALL THE EXPENSES 


of the transportation and care of prisoners from 
the time of their arrest, during trial, aud until 
they are finally disposed of’ by the Marshals, 
and should his opinion prevail the most im- 
portant and expensive portion of the work of 
the United States Marshals: for the Internal 
Revenue Bureau would be provided for as far as 
the appropriation could be made to go. For 
the remainder a deficiency would be created, for 
which the Department of distice could with 
re ahr 
next fall. 

Judge Porter, on the other band, is inclined to 
the oninion that Congress merely intended to 
make the usual specific provision for the traus- 
portation of condemned prisoners trom the place 
of their trial '

the amount appropriated not being in excess of 


that usually named for this pa purpose, and being 
entirely inadequate for the more extended serv- 
ice which the Commissioner seeks to secure. 
Commissioner Ranm is somewhat apprehen- 
sive of serious difficulty if the opinion of Judge 
Porter is adhéred to, as in case of ext nded 
operations in illicit distifling, such as have oc- 
curred every season for a number of years, the 
Marshals would require sums much Jarger than 


most of them could borrow upon their in- 
dividual responsibility, woen the chances of 
judgment depend to so great an extent upon 
the whims of a Democratic Congress, the most 
influential portion of which is in sympathy with 
the class against whom the Marshals are expect- 
ed to operate. All sides of the question were 
canvassed by the three officials this afternoon, 
but no definite conciusion was reached. 


NOTES AND NEWS. 
SHORT OF FUNDS. 

Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 
Wasarnaron, D. C., July 8.—The employes 
of the Post-Office Department were seriously de- 
layed at a most critical period of thetr annual work 
by the exhaustion of the meagre appropriation 
made last year for gas, and during the entire 


qnonth of June, the last month of the fiscal 


year, they were unable to work at night, as a 
majority of them would otherwise have done, to 
close up theirannual accounts. Hitherto the 
laws have been such that the deficit in any 
specific appropriation of this kind could be met 
by diverting avy surplus which might de left 
from other appropriations for kindred objects, 
but the last Congress made such diversion un- 
lawful. During the month of June a number 
of the clerks furmshed their own lamps. 
BREEDING DISEASE. 

The health of Washington is in danger from 
sewage lodged along its river front. This is ow- 
ing to the gross neglect of Congress at the last 
session to give the necessary authority to remedy 
the evil. Urgent attempts were made to secure 
this, but the Democrats were too busy wiping 
out War-legislation. There are deposits of gar- 
bage, night-soil, and poisonous matter of ell 
sorts in the vicinity of the Long Bridge, which 
is swept back along the entire river front with 
each tide. Passengers crossing the Long Bridge 
in the trains now are compelled to close 
the windows to prevent being sickened, 
and there is already an epidemic among the 
children of South Washington. An attempt 
was made last year to cure the evil by disin- 
fectants, but it was ooly partially successful, 
Nothing can be dore until some better system 
of relieving the city of its sewage is devised. 
Meanwhile the Capital is constantly exposed to 
disease from this source. 

BOGUS REPORTS. 

The reports which Democratic newspapers are 
industriously circulating, to the effee. that the 
Civil-Service order of the President is to be dis- 
regarded, are untruthful. There is no doubt that 
some machine politicians have been seck ing late- 
lv to secure Federal appointments on the basis 
of some trades, and to have certain Demoers 6 
removed and Republicans appointed in their 
stead ; but it can be stated upon the authority of 
the President that he has no intention of 
abandoning or even modifving the Civil-Service 
order. The President said if be made anv 
cbange in the order whatever, he should simply 
make it strong and more inhibitory than it now 
is or was intended to be. 

SHERMAN. 

There issome comment among Washington

the bead of its editorial column a letter of 
Secretary Sherman to a War Democratin New 
York City, stating what he should do in the 
evens of his pomivation for the Presidency. 
THE MISSISSIPPI COMMISSION. 

Gen. Ben Harrison, of Indiana, a member of 
the Mississipp! Commission, ‘will pot. ac- 
cording to the statement of the Army Engi- 
neers on that Commission, be compelled to 
sbandon dis law practice to attend to the 
duties of the Commission. The reason for the 
apvointment of Harrison on the Commission is 
said to be that he might act asa legal advisory 
member. Gen. Gilmore, of the Army Engineers, 
who is President of the Commission, will at the 
sume time attend to other engineering unprove- 
ments which have been assigocd him. 

SEWARD. 

The report is current that George 8. Seward, 
Minister to China, in view of the renewal of the 
impeathment preceeding against him, will re- 
sign his mission. 

HOW THEY ECONOMIRR 

A good illustration of the methods of econ- 
omy devised to swell the apparent savings of 
the Demucratic Appropriations Committee was 
ove reducing the sum given for commissary 
stores $100,000. This saving was, bowever, 
eftected. by imposing a tax of 10 per cent upon 
officers and soldiers by providing, that, instead 
of being allowed, as beretofore to purchase sup- 
plics of the Commissary at cost. that officer 
shail charge them an advance of 10 per cent.

ALCOHOL: AND WHISKY... 


The Export -Manufacturers and Domestic 
Dealers Both in Council. 

The consulting whisky men who are agitating 
the subject of seeking relief from the payment 
of the deficiency tax met again yesterday at 
the Palmer House and renewed their discus- 
sion as to tae best method of procedure ip en- 
deavoring to secure favorable action from Com- 
missionér Raum or Secretary Sherman until 
they can present the case te the next Congress 
for the purpose of getting through the bill 
which failed to pass at the last session. 
There were present at the consultation 
Adolph Woolner and Henry Schwabacher, of 
Peoria, representing the Fifth District; John S. 
Miller, Sterling, Third District; Henry B. Mill- 
er, Riverton, Eighth District of Illinois and 
First District of Missourn; C. Fairbanks, Terre 
Haute, Seventh District of Indiana; H. H. Shu- 
feldt, Simon Powell, and Jonathan Abell, Chi- 
cago, Firet District of Illinois. These districts, 
by the way, export 95 per cent of all the alcobol 
exported from the United States. The injustice 
of being required to pay a tax of 90 cents a 
ealion on the amount of aicohol which 
may leak out in een here 
and New York, or whi owing to the 
carelesspess of the New Vork Custom-House

In 
cases where the facte and circumstances do not 
clearly (xonerate a member, the Committee 
shall make no recommendation; and in cases 
where it shall appear clear to the Committee 
that willful fraud was attempted or committed 
by a member, the Committee shall recommend 
that the name of such member be stricken from 
the roll. 

The Committee on Legislation are to kevv 
themselves informed as far as practicable of all 
enaciments or proposed enactments of avy laws 
or ordipances which affect the interest of the 
trade; take such measures, legai and proper, 
under the direction of the Society. to pre- 
vent such epactments or secure the amendment, 
modification, or repeal of any sucn laws or 
ordinuoces.. . . All actions and legal pro- 
ceedings authorized By 
prosecuted, defended, or conducted under the 
direction of the Committee at the expense of 
the Society in whole or in part, as may be 
deemed proper.

A SAFE EXPERT. 


His Wonderful Performances at the Paris 
Exhibition, 
New York News. 

For forty years past, and up to bis death. 
which occurred a short time since, Frederick 
Rader, an intelligent American artisan of Ger- 
man birth, has lived at No. 0 Ninth avenue. 
He learned blacksmithing before emigrating to 
this country, and upon Ws arrival here found 
employment in a safe-factory. He soon ac- 
quired a snowleage of the construction of safes 
that was unsurpassed, and attained considera- 
ble reputation as au expert. His knowledge of 
locks was not remarkable, but every joint and 
bolt in a safe was as familiar to him as the print 
in a newspaper. When disarranged locks resist- 
ed the skill of experts, and it was necessary to 
procure the contents of a safe, Rader was 
always calied in to force the doors or break 
open the safe. His pian of operation was 
simple. A common cold chisel, a beavy bam- 
mer, and a stout jimmy Were the only tools he 
used. He first examined a safe by tapping it 
gently until the sound directed him to a preg- 
nable point, which he attacked. In an incredi- 
dle short space of time he invariably succeeded 
iu ripping off the plates of steel and iron as 
though they were sbeets Of tin. He has operat- 
ed in every section of this couatry, and his ex- 
ploits abroad some few years ago may yet be 
remembered. The most memorable event oc- 
curred during the summer of 1867, when the 
rivalry between American and English safes was 
intense. 

At the Paris Exhibition in August, 1867, Mr.

AT CLEVELAND, O. 
Seecial Dispatch to The Tritrune. 

CLEVELAND, O., July 8.—At 7:80 o'clock this 
evening fire was discovered in the planing-mill 
of J. T. Denham, on Carter street. A strong 
wind blowing at the time caused the rapid 
spread of the flames to surrounding buildings 
and piles of lumber. The saloon aud dwelling 
of William Kramer, corner of Carter street and 
Scranton avenue, was epyeloped in flames, aud 
soon destrored; likewise the Variety Irop- 
Works, with a vast amount of machinery on 
hand. From thence the flames communicated 
to the large trausportation house of the Great 
Western Dispatch, ou the opposite side of 
Scranton avenue, a building several hundred 
feet loug. Being old aud dre, it soon suc 
cumbed to the destroyer. Very little freight 
happened to be in the building, but nearly all 
were saved. The river checked further advance 
of the flames westward. The fire extended to 
the lumber yards of Woods, Perry & Co., and 


House & Davidson. Pile after pile of lumber 


melted away in a short time. Seven steamers 
poured constant streams upon the flames, but, 
owing to the dry nature of the material, slow 
progress Was made by the flremen, and the fire 
raged several hours. It is impossible to-night 
to obtain definite information as to losses and 
insurance, though tbe total lose is roughly 
estimated at $100.000. Following are 
losses and insurance as far as can be learned: 
Variety Iron Works, less $85,000 to $40,000; 
insurance, 516.500 in the Fireman’s of Newark, 
Germania of Oineinuati, Guardian ef London, 
each $2,000; Liverpool & London & Globe, 
$1,500; Aurora of Cincinnati, German of Pitta- 
burg, Commopwealth of Bostou, Revere of 
Boston, Merider of Connecticut.

The Family Fend Which Led te All 
This Revolver Practice. 


The Ante-Mortem Statement—An Old 
Woman Who Prevaricates. 


A new and bloody chapter in the bistory of 
an ancient famtiy fend has to be recorded this 
morning. Murder is bad enough, although, 
thanks to corrupt juries, it has gotten to be 
almost a venial offense in Chicago, but when it 
takes the form of fratricide it is even worse 
than in otner cases. There is, bowever, gome- 
thing of retributive justice iu the latest homi- 
cide, for the man who now lies in a dying condi- 
tion at No. 1866 Dearborn street from the effect 
of three reyolyer-sbots fired by his younger 
brother was the direct instrument two yearsago 
ef the death of his elder brother. 

THE CIRUUMSTANCES OF THE CASE 
are as follows: 

A colored family named Jones, residing in the 
vicinity of Thirty-first and Butterfield streets, 
have, during the past three years, contributed 
more than their fair proportion to the cruniual! 
history of this crime-stained city. The mother 
and father quarreled incessantly until the old 
woman obtained a divorce, some vears ago. 
The family consisted grigivally of eight chil- 
drew. Eugene, the eldest, was murdered in 
April, 1877, by James, who yesterday fell a vie- 
tim to the ready revolver. Robert is a barber, 
and is now in St. Paul. John is a sleeping- 
car porter, in the employ of the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Paeifle Ratiroad. 
Joseobine died several years ago. James is 28 
years old, and bas been engaged in the express 
business, baying an office at No, 9 Cottage 
Grove avenue. Theodore, a student at Ann 
Arbor, Mich., is about 25 years old.

James has been scvera! times arrested on com- 
platut of Prince for threats and attempted as- 
sault. About two weeks ago, while James was 
riding with a colored girl on a State-street car,

The bullet was turned by something in his 
clothes, and only a slight wound was inflicted. 
Proceedings were commenced and are still pena- 
lug at the Armory. Since that time the mother 
caused the arrest of James and bis trial before 
the County Court for insanity. This plan for 
getting rid of him and saving Prince from the 
Penitentiary proved a miserable failure, the 
jury at once prenouncing the man save, The 
tet legal proceedings in which the family 
fivured were bad in Justice Wallace’s Court 
two days ago, when tie Court ordered 
James to vacate the barn in the rear 
of his mother’s premises on Butterfield street. 
It will, therefore, be readily seen that there has 
been no lack of disputes, legal and otherwise. 
between the boys, and uo one who knows th m 
is in lie least degree surprised at the tragiv out- 
come of this lopg-continued quarrel. 

Yesterday morning about 7:30 o'clock James 
weut to the barn in rear of his mother’s house 
to altend to bis horses. 

THERE HE MET PRINCE 

and a colored man named Sam Johnson, who 
drives a wagon for Prince. As to what bap- 
pened in the barn, accounts differ. It is said 
that the brothers bad a fight there, and that 
James attempted to fire a revolver, which 
snapped, but refused to work. Then Prince 
drew bis own gun and put three shots into 
James, any ove of which would suffice to hill an 
ordinary man. dames 16. bowever, not an or- 
divary man physicaliy. He started to run, and 
succeeded iv clearing a six-foot fence wuieh d. 
vides bis mother’s premises from a vacant lot 
immediately south. He ran across lots to 
Thirty-frst aud Dearborn streets, where he met 
James Reilly. foreman of Engine Company No. 
16, whom he asked to call a oliceman. There 
was no appearance of any injuries having deeu 
received by the man, and Retity asked why he 
wanted the officer. Jones replied that he had 
been shot four or flvetimes. He was taken into 
the engine-bouse aud there fainted away. Dr. 
Mungos was calied in, and au attache of the 
Fire Department telegraphed to Twenty-second- 
street Station ior an officer. Jones told where 
he lived, and was conveyed to his home, 1366 
Dearborn street, where Dre. Hoyne and adams 
were called in. The united skill of the physicians 
was useless. 

It was found that James had

One cntered close to the left suoulder-blade, 
another just over the right bip, and the third 
about the centre of the back and close to the 
spibe. The doctors probed the wounds, but 
were unable to finnd apy of the bullets, and they 
uvanimously agreed that Jim would die,—per- 
haps within an hour or two,—perhaps not for 
twenty-fours. Curiously enough, there was no 
bleeding from any of the wounds, although it 
was believed that one bullet passed through the 
lungs. 

‘The woynded man was told at the engine- 
house that his time had come, and was asked 
if he had anything to sa. In reply be desired 
that $65 which de had in his pocket and bis 
watch and chain should be given to his 
brother Theodore, who has some association 
with the express business, and with whom Jim 
was very friendly.

MAD A DEPOSITION AS FOLLOWS: 

James T. Jones, of the City of Chicago, being 
duly sworn, says that on July 8, between the hours 
of 7 and & oe ock a. m., 1 was in the barn 
iu the rear of No. 1541 Butterfield street, where 1 
keep my horses; that I went there to give direc- 
tions tomy men.

I further state that 1 did not have a revolver with 
me op that date, aud | have not carried a revolver 
sinee two years ago last April; no weapon of any 
kind. I fürther state that I did not have any 
words With Prince Albert Jones since the 8th of 
July, ‘79; there was not a word spoken between 
us. He came behind me while I was in the box- 
stall of the barn, and fired at me without any cause 
whatever. Prince Albert Joues is my ‘ouncest 
brother. I was always friendly towards him. He 
uus ed me arrested several times for threate, but 
never appeared aguinst me when the cages were 
called or trial before Justices of the Peace. I sent 
my orother, T ore W. Jones. frequently to see 
m brother Prince Albert, to stop having me ar- 
rested. 1 did pot want to have any troutie with 
him. Ibave been in the habit OF foing to the 
barn every morning to ate to my 
horses. My brother, Prince Albert. algo kept 
bis horses in the same bern. aleo 
state taat I have never touched or tasted any 
liquor of any kind in my life, or up to the present.

his statement ‘that he neither drank, emoked, 
nor indulged in any other small vices, except 
murder. is only part ly cOrroborated. it is true 
that be don’t drink, but his bigbest ambition 
seemed to be to enact the part of a 
“bad nigger,” He wes a man ot 
splendid physique, oot tall, but with 
a magniticent chest and shoulders, and if be bad 
only possessed one grain of real pluck would 
have made a very dangerous autagouist. Prince 
is of much siighter build, but isa strong, wiry 
fellow. He bears a good character aside from 
bis propensity to homicide. Mr. Reynoids, 
with whom Jim roomed for the past vear, says 
that he always behaved well around the house 
and was quite a favorite. He owned seven or 
eight horses and express-wagons, and Was con- 
fortablv weil off. Both men are unmarried. 

James Jones wag reported quite low last 
night, and the chances. against his recovery 
were growing. A couple of detectives from 
Central Station, who were out fn search of 
Prince Albert Jones, reported late Rist night 
that he bad visited his lawyer, John Lvle King, 
during the day, and had conierred with bim as 
tothe advisability of giving himeell up to the 
authorities. He was advised not to give 
bimself up until it became a certainty 
that bis brother was abaut tu die. However, 
Mr. King stated to the detectives that his client 
would give bimself upto the autborities this 
morving. and that be had no intention of avoid- 
ing arrest under any circumstances.

SEARCHING THE Val OF THE CHAUDIERE. 
Not satisfied with these efforts to discover a 


, ‘Laughlin left this city on May 26, and re- 
turned a fortnight ago. He gives an interesting 
account of his search. Although the Chaudiere 
Valley is only about sixty miles from Quebec, 
the country is little known. It was with dif- 
culty that he could learn the nearest route to 
the valley. Britis capitalists had made a deter- 
mined effort to control the gold mines, and had 
kept the world in ignorance of their richness. 
The native miners made a fight for their rights. 
and they were finally secured under the leader- 
ship of Col. William Smart and Louis and John 
St. Onge. Mr. McLaughlin speaks in glowing 
terms of the richness of the gold tields. 
the St. Onge claims yields about $4,000 a week. 
Two brothers Poulin, who went into the country 
pot long ago as poor as church-mice, are report- 
ed to be worth $100,000 apiece. A poor Catholic 
clergyman was in want of a little gold for his 
altar, and one of the brothers offered to give 
him enough to cover his church. Oid prospect- 
ors claim to have discovered true fissure veins, 
and there is a universal ery for capital to devel- 
op the mines. 
Mr. McLaughlin secured letters from Jules 
Faacher de St. Maurice, of Quebec, and was re- 
ceived by the St. Onges and other Freuen Ca- 
nadian miners with open arms. He found many 
sluice-boxes containing black sand, almost asure 
indication of platinum. He visited mines on 
the Gilbert River, a branch of the Chaudiere, 
and found black sand on the St. Onge claim. A 
shaft had bevn sunk seventy feet, aud a rich bed 
ol pay gravel was struck. A barrel of the gravel 
carried a pail of black sand. Ibis sand was 
loaded with gold. ‘here were traces of platinum, 
but not enough to work up. Traces were also 
found on the upper River du Loup. On the 
lower River du Loup McLaugbiin saw a ledge 
that cropped to the surface with a fair sprinkling 
of the ore. Col. Smart is to prospect for the 
metal in the brancnes of the Chaudiere, and Mr. 
Edison shares the expense. 

On bis return to Montreal, Dr. Harrington, of 
the Geological Museum, showed Mr. McLaugh- 
lin a saucer filled with scales of platinum. ‘lhey 
came from the Similkameen River, in British 
Columbia. A gentieman attached to the geo- 
logical survey saw the Chinese miners throw:og 
it away with their-tailings by the bushel. They 
were so convinced that it was worthless that he 
bad to pay them to save bim a saucer full. As 
fast as Mr. Edison receives samples of the ore 
from bis prospectors, Mr. McLaughlin will visit 
the claims and report upon their value.

THE RAILROADS. 


DENVER. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Denver, July 8.—Another large crowed filled 
the United States Court-room to-day to witness 
the proceedings in the great railroad cases. 
Judges Miller and Hallett presided. Judge 
Miller announced his regdiness to hear the mo- 
tion for an injunction restraining the Deuver & 
Rio Grande Company érom interfering with the 
construction of the road towards Leadville be- 
yond. the twentieth mile-post by the Santa Fe 
Company. After considerable legal sparring by 
counsel, the bearing got finally started: Mr. 
Pratt, of the Santa Fe counsel, discussed the 
whole Canon case briefly, outlining the main 
faets, in order to reach the present confusion, 
and gayea bistory of the location of the Santa 
Fe line by their surveyors from the twentieth 
mile-post to the South Arkansas River. Pratt 
read an aflidavit of Chief-Engiveer Robinson 
regarding the present condition of the graded 
line above the twentieth mile-post,—that the 
track was completed, bridges built, and the road 
operated twenty-three miles beyond Canon 
City, where armed forts occupied bv 
Rio Grande employes stopped further prog- 
ress of the work; that materials for 
sixty miles of road, and sufficient to com- 
plete the road to the South Arkansas, were on 
hand ready to proceed witn building the road to 
Leadville as soon as the Rio Grande armed 
force and forts were removed. Pratt, continn- 
ing, said: If these forts and armed men were 
out of the way the road could be completed to 
Leadville in ninety days, and we ask the Court 
fur an order giving us the right to construct our 
road over the ground to which we have a prior 
right. Whatever differences there may be be- 
tween the parties let them be afterwards set- 
tied under further Court orders. We invested 
$1,000,000 in this enterprise, which is now total- 
ly idle and useless because we are not permitted 
to proceed. Pratt read several other affidavits 
regarding the manner in which the Rio Grande 
armed forces stopped all communication above 
their breastworks. He said that there were not 
less than 200 men armed with guns, rifles, 
pistols, and bavonets in cbarge of these fortifica- 
tions. Fratt further said the Rio Grande Koad 
had presented affidavits, but made uo denial of 
the fact that the forts were there, or the pur- 
poses of their erection. 

Judge Usher, the Hon. Lyman Bass, and 
ether Rio Grandecounsel presented controvert- 
ing testimony, but it failed to controvert the 
prima facie case of the Santa Fe counsel. 

Judges Miller and Hallett put several perti- 
nent questions to the Rio Grande counsel, which 
effectually broke the force of. their arguments 
and claims, 

Judge Usher referred to the allered interfer- 
ence of the work by armed Santa Fe men, say- 
ing the Santa Fe Company had the most money 
and most bavonets. 

Judge Miller quickly replied: In the light 
of recent events, your clients, Judge Usher, 
are not in position to say which has the most 
bayonets.”’ 

Judge Usber replied that they were using 
them for self-defense. Judge Usher appealed 
pathetically for their rights. begging the Court 
not to turn them out of the canon. 

Judge Hallett asked. Dou't vou propose to 
take the whole’ of this graded line with your 
prior right!“ 

Usher—“ If it turns out that it is built on 
our 200-foot right-of-way, we shall claim it toa 
dead certainty. We want the line we have 
stakéd, and will, if necessary, pay for it.” 

Here intense interest was .manifested, when 
Judge Beckwith arose, speaking substantially as 
follows: “ The San Juan Railroad Company was 
organized to bud a rajlroad to the mouth of 
the South Arkansas River ip 1877. They sur- 
veyed to the twentieth mile-post in 1877. ‘he 
Puebto & Arkansas Valley Railroad had a right 
to build far beyond the Soutu Arkansas River. 
i will say that, prior to April 19, 1878, the Den- 
ver & Kio Grande Company had not surveyed 
any portion of the contested road, or driven 
a single stake beyond the twentieth post. I 
say, without fear of contradiction, that evidence 
shows that the San Juan Companv first surveyed 
its road beyond the twentieth mile-post to the 
South Arkansas River, and long before the Den- 
ver & Rio Grande Company ever sent 
or bad a man there. The Rio Grande 
engincers — in their own affidavits, 
that they made their location over ours. The 
Rio Grande Company did not have a man be- 
tween the twentieth mile-post and the South 
Arkavsas River until the 23th of last July, at 
which time they sent their men there. How 
much roadway bad the Rio Grande Company 
constructed there up to Jan. 2. 1879 Not a 
single rod. They agreed to do some work, but 
turned traitors. We went on grading our road, 
aud, to embarass us, they deliberately built 
forts, armed men, and located them. They had 
no means to build the road; but if, as stated by 
Judge Usher, they are so rich, let them hand 
over some of the mouey stolen from us within 
the past two months. We are not willing to 
trust these gentlemen with our property. They 
say they have so many miliious. In fact, they 
have not a dollar, und they could not get it 
uptil they made a showing, which they dare not 
do. We are getting at the facts at 
last. The Rio Grande Company are not 
building the road. They came here with. cer- 
tain pretenses, like others, but nothing more. 
We claim that the Railway Company released 
to us the choice of routes under the lease and 
contracts entered into. We have the means, 
and are ready to furnish the bonds, if necessary, 
to construct the entire road, and we have no 
objection to a proper Court order, which will 
ultimately bring about an adjustment of mat- 
ters. All we ask is that such order be 
made by the Court as will protect the parties 
and public, and let this work proceed.“ Judge 
Miller announced that he would take the mat- 
ter under consideration. It is generally con- 
ceded that the Court will grant the injunction 
asked, and Santa Fe will again commence build- 
ing towards Leadville. Wednesday morning ne 
motion to er Risiey comes up for 
hearing.

A LIVELY TIME. 


English Actors in Paris Fifty-six Years Age. 
London Times. 

At the present times, when the members of 
the Comedie Francaise are meeting with such a 
flattering reception in London, the following ac- 
count of avery dillerent reception accorded to a 
company of English actors in Paris in 1823, 
when the Battie of Waterloo. was fresh 
in the memories ot the French, will be 
read with interest. It was written by 
au impartial eye-witness, the celebrated German 
autbor and /itierateur, Borne, from whose 
„ Skizze@ und Erzahluogen”’ it is translated: 

“The appearance of a company of Enclish 
play-actors upon the domain oi Freuch vanit, 
was announced a fortuight since. We shall 
see,’ said the Mirror. ‘bat was at once sbort 
and clear, for the A/lirror, a crafty servitor 
of public’ opinion, knew all the secrets 
of its mistress. Later, it is true, the 
paper assumed an ſundcent a‘r, and said that, 
while good Frenchmen must certainly hate the 
English, vet artists bad no couptry, and acom- 
parison between French and English actors 
must be desired by everybody, particularly as 
the result could not be duubted. It, thereiore, 
begged its readers to remain tranquil. But 
through this thin veil of bypocrisy was visible a 
desire to see the Engiish actors sent to the 
right-about with kicks and blows, and a setting 
down of the Battle of Waterloo to their ac- 
count. And that is exactly what happened. 

“the Engliso actors had agreed with the 
theatre of the Porte-St.-Martin to give six rep- 
reséutations. ‘lhe firs: was announced for the 
Sist of Julv in the following terms: ‘By his 
Britaudie Majesty's most humble servants will 
be performed the tragedy of “Othello,” 
by the moat celebrated Shakespeare.’ 
These quack-like superiatives did not in 
apy way prejudice public opinion as to 
the abilities of the players, for what every- 
body was eager to witness was, pot the jealousy 
of Otbello, but that of the French. ‘There was 
an indescribabie crowd in trout of the house, 
and the host of gendarmes, on horseback and 
on foot, which would have been strong enough 

protect the execution of a Cartouche, was 
ardl sufficient to maintain order. 

of am excellent opportunity of observ- 
ing the good bumor aud amiability of the 
French, Everybody exerted bimself, by act and 
word, to make way through the crowd and get 
to the door, but the pushing was generally given 
and received with the grace of a dancing master, 
and such expressions as were exchanged seemed 
to beset to music, At last the current carried 
me into the theatre and landed me in the 
orchestra against the prompter’s box. Provi- 
dence had assigned this piace to me, for she had 
chosen me that day to play one of the most im- 
portant roles. 

„The house was po sooner filled than the play 
began,—not the play which the actors meant to 
give (the curtain had not vet risen), but that 
which tne spectators bad resolved upon. ‘he 
audience shouted, whistled, squeaked, stamped, 
sang, and, iu short, exercised all the acoustic tac- 
ties they could think of to repulse the “nglish. 
A timid German ear like mine, accustomed 
from. childhood to sbrink with affright at the 
mention of a policeman, was quite shocked to find 
that any sct of peoole dared to make sucha 
hubbub in the presence of the gendarmes. 
These, however, did not badge, but allowed the 
row to go on. Somebody in the first row of 
boxes roared out, ‘Lacanaiile!’ The tumuit 
grew fiercer and more general. ‘A la porte, 
a la porte, Martainvilie,’ @uouted more than a 
thousand voices, It was, in fact, that bircling 
of the aristocracy, the well-known editor 
of the Dr Biane, who nad ventured to 
call the audience canai/le. Martainvilie drew 
himself up and tried to brave the clamor of 
the people like au old Roman. He shrugged 
his shoulders, and for a time stood his ground. 
But he was no Roman, and those who shouted 
were not plebeians. Pit aud boxes were ina 
miod not to let this opportanity pass of admin- 
istering a deserved rebuke to this contemptible 
and aus man. A giove was thrown ju his 
Wace and he retired, at which were shouts and 
applause from all parts of the house. 

“And now the curtain rose. /ayo stepped 
upon the stage. He had hardly, opened his 
mouth when there began a general mockery of 
the broad and tevacious Evglish words, accom- 
panied by roars of laughter. Not even iu Pan- 
demofium during a carnival can there be such a 
din. But this was not all. Eggs, fruit. aud 
sou-pieces Were thrown upon the stage aod at 
the heads of the actors. But these showed 
a firm front and pla ed on as if 
the most attentive silence bad «prevailed. 
Not a single word was beard, and Omello' 
was played in pantowime. 1 saw only a very 
few spectators Who sided with the English, for 
those wuo took no active part in the disturb- 
ance Were amused at a comedy played in stcb a 
‘natural’ style. A sober young fellow wio sat 
near tome was ‘one of the evo Were an- 
uoyed at the treatment the Englisb actors were 
receiving. He had brought an  Euglish 
edition of ‘Othello’ with him, prob- 
ably in the ‘hope of picking up the 
correct pronunciation, for be followed the 
payers closely, but he could bear nothing above 
the uproar. As often as he iueurgeuts coeered 
any ‘vsuit against the Englisu he seemed be- 
side himself, and exclaimed, tronicaily. ‘Ah. que 
cea cst jo, ah, quecea et sprituel! What will 
loreigpers, Wuat will the Germans, think of 
hve aggre l was 2 vo hear, un- 
ekpegtediy, such respect for my coup a, 

wed gratitude by joining lu bis 
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actors, 
whose face had lost its biack in the scrimmage, 
showed an African chrek on one side and a Eu- 
ropean cheek on the other. ‘The ‘gentle Desde- 
mona’ wag scolding violently, and on her 
douth-bed lay a bass fiddie that had deen 
thrown there. Jago wore a frock-coat over bis uni- 
lorm, and seemed to me to beone of the best 
fellows in the world. Despite ail this, the piece 
was played to the finish, only half of the third 
act and the whole of the fourth were left out. 
Ihe actors satisfied themselves with strangling 
without further ceremony. The 
public were not less patient than the actors. 
They shouted, whistled, and made all the noises 
they could to the end. ‘The after-piece was & 
little farce with singing. It was truly comic to 
see how pit and galleries joined in the songs 
und imitated the voices ot we undaunted Eu- 
glish women. : 
Next day the public journals sounded their 
trumpets of war. The Liberal papers, indeed, 
did not altogether excuse the d that bad 
taken place, but recomme the errors of 
youth to kindly induigence, ‘Young people 
brought up to regard with borror everything 
which is not national, had, it was admitted, gone 
somewhat too far. One cannot but re@ret that 
the Parisian youth bas been so lr uurtured, for 
this ‘horror’ is a food which me Almanac 
des Gourmands would certainly not rec 
ommend. But what is most a®tonishing is 
that the gray-bearded, experienced French Lib- 
erals, who are generally so suspicious n regard 
to all the movements of authority, und so sharp- 
sighted to discover its cuuning, should not ber- 
ceive that this horror of everything which is not 
national is one of the native weaknesses which 
authority fosters and encourages to Keep 
up enmity among peoples in order the more 
vasily to dominate cover them separately, aud 
that they sould torget that in all times tvranny 
bas made use of the passions of liberty for 
ne purpose of satisfying its own. The aris- 
tocratic papers, on the other hand, took the 
part of the Moor of Venice, and called the 
youngsters who had hissed and whistied 
Jacobius, regic fanatics belovging to a 
section accustom to try every means of 
troubling the State. For the rest, in their 
literary criticism of Othello, both parties agreed 
in saying that Sbakspeare was certainly bot to 
be compared with Corneille, though the En- 
giish poet was not without merit—a_ self-evi- 
Gent proposition especially the first part of it. 
“Two days afterwards the English players 
were to appear again in Sheridan’s comedy of 
the School for Scandal.” The admission fees 
had been increased, and it was believed that the 
step was a prudent one. But the nouse was not 
less crowded than on the first occasion, and by 
the same class of people. This time I had 
been careful to avoid the dangerous parterre, 
and I had a bird’s-eve view of the battle-Held 
from a box in the second gallery. The uproar 
was greater than before. Martainville was again 
the cause of aninieriude. He allowed himseif 
to be seen again, and the house echoed to the 
ervof ‘Ala Martainville,a ia porte le vi 
Martain!? e was defiant, and remained for a 
tune, but ehen an attempt was made to climb 
into his box, he disappeared. The curtain rose, 
but Whether it were that the English had lost 
courage, or that the storm was too violent to be 
resisteu, the actors could not get through 
the first scene, and the act drop descended. 
Cries were raised for the stage manager. ‘The 
French stage-manager was meant, who had 
been uvpatriotic enough to peri zuglishmen 
to appear upon the boards. Tile poor fellow 
obeyed the call. Nuts, tallow candles, and 
cloves were thrown into bis face. Then a loud 
vo'ce exclaimed, ‘Silence—sit down—now for 
his submission; let him make his excuses.’ The 
trembling stage-mapager spoke a few words 
which I did not catch, and added, ‘Gentie- 
men: Tell me fairly, will you allow the Ep- 
glish to continue the play or not! A thandering 
‘No’ was the reply, given with such gusto 
and unanimity that it might have been taken 
for a pattern by the chorusin the Bride of Hes 
sina. *Down with the English,—no forvigners 
in France,’ roared the house, The manager 
promised a French piece and made his exit. 
Anger abated and fun began. The pit set up a 
song with the refrain: Ihe victorv.is ours.’ 
the French players made their appearance. 
Each was received with an ovation, and every 
word was applauded. Bravo! ‘hese are French- 
men—they are not beeksteaks,’ somebody 
shouted from the gallery: ‘Again, again,’ cried 
the pit, and the sally was repeated. The piece 
was played out, and calm was perfectly restor- 
ed. Another piece was expected. for it was the 
custom to play three or four every night. The 
audience waited balf an hour, a full hour, in 
vain. The curtain remained down and the 
stage-manager did not come forward 
upon being summoned. ‘Then the 
tem pest broke out anew. The 
police mast have foreseen this, for the sound of 
arms was beard behind the curtain, aud the in- 
struments were carried out of the orchestra. A 
bat was thrown [roi the pit on the stage, prob- - 
ably as the signal for the attack. Ihe whole 
pit rose, stormed the orchestra, seized the 
chairs, and hurled them after the bat. 
The curtain was now drawn up, the ‘play’ 
began, and such a ‘natural’ play was never 
witnessed before. A company of gendarmes 
stood in battle array on the stage, commanded 
by an officer with drawn sword. ‘The sight in- 
creased the rage of the 8 tors. Chairs were 
thrown at the heads of the gendarmes, and 
when the chairs were exhausted the benches 
were torn up and pitched after them. Clouds 
of dust and the ag unmed cries of women filled 
the house. The officers ordered a charge. ‘The 
gendarmes advanced with fixed bayonets. 
Benches and chairs were thruwo upon them from 
the gallery, and many of the soldiers were 
knocked down and injured. A general flight 
succeeded. ‘The pit and then the boxes were 
emptied. I was the last to stay, wishing to see 
‘the play’ to the end, out three powerful 
fellows came up tome and, with the butt-ends 
of their guns, pushed me out. Innocent as I 
was, I did not murmur at this treatment. I 
took it in a humble spirit for my sins of thought 
and intention, and bovored in my heart aa 
omniscient Nemesis.“ 
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JESSIE DUNBAR’S DEATH. 


A Boy's Thoughtless Act that Cost a Young 
Woman Her Life—Throwing a Firecracxer 
Just to Frighten Two Young Women—The 
Clothing of One of Them Set on Fire and 
Her Life Lost.

Fisuxitt. Lanpirne, July 6.—The body of 
Miss Jessie E. Dunbar lay in the parlor of her 
mother’s cottage in Matteawan Village this 
noon, prepared for burial. Her shroud and 
position bad been arranged in the coffin 80 as 
to cunceal the scars on ber person; but the un- 
usual color and swollen lips prevent the com- 
plete concealment of the cause of her death. 

About 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon Miss 
Dunbar, in company with a friend, Miss ida 
Horton, of Fishkill, started for a walk through 
a grove in the suburbs of the town, known as 
Toohy’s Wood. It is a picturesque spot at the 
toot of the Fishkill Mountains, and the Mat- 
teawan Creek runs through it. All day a throng 
of curiosity-seekers have visited it, and until 
after dark they were seen iooking along the 
roadway for traces of the accident. The road 
through the wood runs parallel with the creek. 
Atew rods from the entrance to the wood a 
rock juts out into the stream, and op this rock 
n party of seven boys, whose ages range from 
12 to 17 years, had planted a miniature cannon, 
and, with i and firecrackers, ‘hey were con- 
tinuing the celebration of the Fourth. Ags the 
two young ladies passed them, one of the boys, 
Albert Evans, at the instigation of Samuel Chat- 
field, ran toward them and threwa firecracker 
after them. Neither of the voung women took 
any notice of it. and Miss Horton says that she 
did not hear it explode. The boy Evans says 
that it went off ihe young woman walked 
on about 100 sards, aud Miss Dunbar said 
to her companion that the grass was very hot. 
‘Thereupeo Miss Horton turned toward her 
friend and discovered that the latter’s dres 
was on fire. She cried, Tour on fire!” and 
the two immediately turned and ran toward the 
bovs, screaming for help as they ran. The 
rapid motion fanned the fire into a flame, and 
Miss Dunbar had not run balf adozen rods 
beiore sac was completely enveloped tin fire. 
Elias Gerrow, who was near by, rau to her, «nd, 
teariug off bis cardigan jacket, threw it about 
her. But before be bad reached her the fire bad 
consumed nearly all ber clothing, which fell from 
her in pieces as she rap.

Why, in His Opinion, the Confederacy Fatied 
A Sharp Arraignment of Jefferson Davis 
for General Inefficiency—The Unien a 
Temporary Concern. : 

Corcespondence Philadelphia Times, 

ATtanTa, Ga., July 1.—The recent speech 
made by Gen. Bob” Toombs in the case of 
the State against Treasurer “Jack” Jones dis- 
closed an alarming condition of physical weak- 
ness on the part of the old man eloquent, and 
gave too plain evidence that his race has been 
nearly run. Three or four times he tottered to 
bis chair and sat down torest. His mind is still 
powerful, and bis frame is massive and erect, 
but it is quite clear that he is not equal to asus- 
tained effort. The people of Georgia never 
loved any man better than they love Gen. 
Toombs, and the signs of his breaking down 
have awakened a tender interest in him and in 
all that to him pertains. He is the most re- 
markable man in many respects that the South 
ever produced, and it is doubtful if the records 
of a lordlier life than his can be found in the 
history of our Republic. 

In a long talk with your correspondent he 
talked freely of the events that led us to seces- 
sion, the organization of the secession Govern- 
ment, the causes of the failure of the Confed- 
eracy, of bis flicht after the collapse, of nis 


opinions of reconstruction, and threw much 


licht un these interesting topics. 

T have alwars believed in the sovereignty of 
the State,” he said. but I have been very much 
misunderstood on the subject of secession. I 
have never believed the Constitution of tue 
United States was a good one, and asan original 
question I would never have voted for it,—but 1 
was not the blatant secessiouist that I have been 
reoresented, that is, up to the time that I 
thought there was no place or security far 
my people in the Union. Then I determined to 
lead them out of a compact that was protected 
by nothing but good faith, and was shown to 
have no good faith back of it. My first vote 
was cast for Andrew Jackson, but I fell out 
with bim about the nullification troubles. 
In 1850 | supported the Clay Compromise very 
strongly. it bas never been my custom to con- 
sult my constituents on public matters. When, 
therefore, they became angered at my adherence 
to the compromise that promised to save the 
Union, | only stuck to it the closer. My post- 
tion was made an issue in Georgia, and à con- 
vention of the people was called. I came home 
to defend it. I united with Howell Cobb, who 
was conspicuous just then for having refused to 
sigu tbe ‘Southern Address,’ and with Alex- 
ander Stephens, who stood upon the same 
grouud I did. Mr. Cobb rah for Governor, 
Stephens for Congress, and | fought for my record. 
We whipped the fire-eaters out and carried the 
State handsomely. 1 stood by those views of 
comprorzise in the Union substantially until 
after the failure of the Crittenden Compromise. 
I supported Breckinridge in that campaigo of 
1860. Mr. Stepbens supported Douglas, and 
Bea Hill supported Beil. We led the three 
elements in Georgia at that time. 

Alter Lincoln’s election I saw that trouble 
was brewing, but I was stili unwilling to commit 
myself to secession, and then, too, was not 
certain that Georgia could be carried on that is- 
sue. Stephens and Hill were both for Union. 
I telegraphed Breckinridge, asking him to a 
point a representative committee that would 
offer some compromise to meet the pressing 
exigency. He appointed on this Committee 
among others, Crittenden, to repseseat Beil and 
Everett, or rather the men who bad supported 
them; Jeff Davis and myself for his friends; 
Seward for Lincoln, and Douglas himself. 
‘The Crittenden Compromise was offered. I 
supported it heartily and sincerely, although 
the sullen obstinacy of Seward had made it al- 
most impossible to do anything. For support- 
ing this compromise I was denounced in Geor- 
gia by Ben Hill as having betrayed my section 
and my people. I did not mind this at all, as 

is always denouncing somebody or sowe- 
thing. At length I saw that the com- 
promise measures must fail. With a per- 
sistent obstinacy that I have never yet seen 
surpassed, Seward and bis backers refused e 
overture. I then telegraphed to Atlanta: tall 
is at au end. North determined. Seward will 
not budge an inch. Am in favor of secession.’ 
When the fight was fairly opened, I still felt 
doubtful about carrying the State. The peoole 
were determined against submission to the un- 
just encroachments of the North, but there 
were many who favored the appointment of a 
peace commission, others who wanted to wait 
for co-operation, and still others who feared to 
take so desperate a ste); and let me say right 
bere that 1 never doubted the gravity of the 
situation, The statement that 1 said that I 
would drink all the blood that was spilled is one 
of the stereotyped lies they have circulated 
about me when I left the Senate. I knew it 
meant war, and I said in my farewell gpeecn 
that the next time I looked upon Washington I 
thought it would be at the head of Southern 
troops. 


What about the name of M mery?”

The Man Who Recently Attempted the 
ef the Czar of Russia. 1x4

During the recent trial of Solovieff. who . 
tempted to shoot the Czar, some peculiar and 
interesting facts were brought to light.

“ROC” NOVEGATA, 


Inquest on the Italian Boy Shot Last 
Thursday Evening. 

The. inquest upon the remaing of “ Roc” 
Novegata, the Italian boy who was brutally 
shot by another boy of about bis own age on 
South Clark street on the night of July 3, was 
commenced in Appleton’s saloon, corner of 
State and Polk streets, at 11 o’clock-yesterdey 
morning by Coroner Mann. Adolph Moses 
was there to defend the prisoner, young 
Goldman, and another attorney appeared 
for the friends of the deceased. After 
the impaneling of a jury, the afiidayite of W, 
G. Harroun, County Physician, and Drs. 8. W. 
Gurnea and A. Lagorio, who had made a post- 
mortem examination, were read as evidence. 
The affidavits in question were to the effect that 


odge of the left nipple, within the areala. This 
wound penetrated the chest cavity, and was 
found to have struck the pericardium, and to 
have contused the left side ef the beart, about 
one and three-quarters incheg above the apex. 
The pericardium was filled with dark blood and 
fluid.

SIXTH PRESBYTERIAN. 


Laying of the Corner-Stone, * 
The new Sixth Presbyterian Church is beffig 
erected at the corner of Vincennes and Oak av- 
evues. Yesterday afternoon in the presence of 
some 400 or 500 people the corner-stone was laid. 
The history of thig Presbyterian body has been 
distinguished by almost continuous prosperity. 
In 1872, on the Sth of May of that year, the 
church was organized with but forty-one wem- 
bers. In 1873 the. little brick chapel ad- 
joining the new structure was erected, 
and during their career ip it they 
have swelled their membership to 427, thus ne- 
cessitating the building of a larper structure.

Its dimensions will be btomething like 97277, 
und its seating capacity 820 on tne first floor. 
No galleries will be built in, but the church will 
be so constructed that they can be erected when- 
ever necessary.

entered the stomach. Dr. Beaumont restored 
him ip about one year to good health, with 
the former etrength and spirits. In 185 
Dr. Beaumont commenced u series of exvert- 
ments upon the stomach of St. Martin, study- 
ing its operations, secretions, the gastric juices, 
etc, These experiments he renewed at various 
intervals until his death. His patient durmg so 
many vears presented the remarkable spectacle 
of aman enjoying good heaith, appetite, and 
spirits, with an aperture open into his 
stomach through which the whole ac of the

ouch the not on the Cre] 
dia, itis true that a e. the 
United States army met with St. Martin in 
Michigan, in 1830 or 1881, performed some ex- 
periments on him, and then very selfishly gub- 
lished a volume about the case, in which he 
studiously avoiled mentioning mont at all. 

Dr. Beaumupt complained to President Jack- 
son, and the honest old feilow wrote a letter to 
the Surgeon-General, declaring that he expected 
all surgeons in charge of Americans to act 
like gentiemen.”’ 

To the credit of this surgeon, be it said, he at 
once published a card, and very freely and prop- 
erly acknowledged that St. Martin’s recovery 
was due to Dr. Beaumont alone. 

President Jackson also secured Dr. Beaumont 
*a leave of absence for one rear, in which his sal- 
ary was continued, enabling bim to take St. 
Martin to Europe, and there exhibit him, which 
he did, spending the year 1832 abroad, 

With Dr. Beaumopt’s death, in 1853, mugh of 
the notice which St. Martin bad att died 
away, and then the War sweeping over tue coun- 
try buried it still farther outof sight. But for 
the notice of the Cvelopmdia, perhaps hardly a 
physician would know of St. Martin’s exist- 
eae, and that only shows that be was alive in

The writer's attention was called to the case 
by Dr. B. V. Hoagland, of this place, an intelli- 
gent gentleman, who takes great interest in 
scientific and medical matters.

Dr. Hoagland bimself wrote a second letter, 
and has since received @ curiously intermixed 
reply of English and French, which may be de- 
ciphered as follows: 

„Sr. THomas, April 14. 1879.—Dzar Sm: I 
received your letter, solam glad that some- 
body is thinking of me. You made me many 
questions, I wish I could answer you as you 
will, Bat you English people are scarce ip St. 
Thomas, so I do not kpow if I could suit you. 
First, it was about the 19th of June the accident 
occurred. It was a musket charged with shot; 
it was about eighteen feet from me. 
What position now you wishtoknow? It was 
in the left side. I bave been two years witb- 
out move myself, on after getting well [ went 
to Europe with the Doctear Beaumont. I stav 
three months. I forgot the vear. I am so old 
that I could not remember the year, I got 
married, and we have got seventeen children; 
twelve died, and five living. Four of them in 
the State of Oakdale, and one in St. Thomas. 
if I was rich I would like to go in the State of 
Onio to see you, but I cannot go. I have no 
money. You told me that i must remember 
your father in the army. I donot. There is so 
many years that it was easy to forget the name 
of your father, and great deal more.

THE SCHYE MURDER. 
THE MAYOR AND POLICE CENSURED. 

Coroner Mann yesterday morning con- 
cluded the inquest upon the body of 
the lad James H. Schye, who was 
mysteriously killed on Ogden avenue 
on the evening of July4 Dr. Robert 8. Hail, 
who made the post-mortem examination, was 
called, and testified that he found a bullet- 
wound in the right temole of the deceased, and 
that it extended directly through the brain in a 
horizontal direction to the opposite side,—the 
bullet striking the skull at the latter point and 
glancing back to the left ear. A bullet was 
produced, which the witness identified as the 
missile be bad found in the dead boy’s skull. 
It was between what is kuowu as the 22 and 
82 size. The wound, in the belief of the wit- 
ness, was sufficient to cause death, and be was 
satisfied that death had resul from its in- 
fliction. 

Fred Henning, the boy who was suspected of 
baving fired the fatal shot, was permitted ta tell 
bis story. It was very brief. He said be had a 
pistol on the Fourth, a small one, of the 22 size, 
and was engaged io be | it. His cartridges 
were all blank, and hebeld the muzzieof the 
pistol towards the sidewalk. He did not fire 
apy bullets. 

The police officer who bad the matter in hand 
and had been engaged working up the case, bad 
in his possession a ball cartri which be said 
be had found, together with many others, in 
Heuntug's possession, but the bullet therein 
was very much smaller than the one which had 
caused Schre's death. ' 

The jury, consisting of Messrs. John W. Das- 
comb, John D. Sutler, Edwin Hancock, Joba 
Auderson, E. A. Congden, and J. 8. Rogers, 
after afew minutes’ deliberation, returned a 
verdict to the following effect: ‘hey found 
that the said James H. Schye “ came to bis 
death from a pistol-shot wound caused from a 
bullet fired from a pistol in the hand of some 
person to the jury unknown. The jury are of 
the opinion that a proper enforcement of the 
city ordinance in relation to the use of firearms 
might have prevented the death of the said 
James H. Schye, and they recommend that a 
copy of this verdict be sent to his Honor the 
Mayor of this city.” 


HALL—WILSON. 

THE KIDNAPPING CASE AGAINST THE FORMER. 

The case of Mrs, Louisa Wilson against Con- 
stable A. K. Hall for forcibly seizing, kidpap- 
ping, and confining her ou the Ist of July last, 
came up before Justice Prindiville yesterday 
afternoon at 8 o’clock. Messrs. Miner and 
Turner appeared for the defendant, and the 
Shea Brothers for the prosecution. Mra. Wilson, 
the kidnapped lady, testified that she lives at 
No. 870 State street; isa married woman; has 
a husband and three children; knows the de- 
fendant, and charges him with kidnapping ber 
on the Ist of July at 12 o’clock m. Mr. 
Hall tod her he was an qo officer, 
but did not show or read a 
warrant to ber. He kicked and 
choked her very seriously, and she was yet 
full of bruises, tne result of the brutal treat- 
ment. He drove her ſuto the pantry, and threw 
her down-stairs. He took her into au Archer 
avenue car, and on Halsted street transferred 
ber into another car, and brought her to a Jus- 
tice’s office in the Town of Lake. She wanted 
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to take her baby along, but Hal! would not let 


her. He said he would let her go if she gave 
bim $4. She said she bad no $4 to throw away. 
The Justice asked the Constable for the paper 
and after glancing at them said they were wor: 
nothing, because they had not been sworn to. 
Hal! said he owed her a grudge, and this day he 
would get even with ber. He Jocked ber up in 
the qustice's room, and said he wouid send ber 
to Joliet if she did not pay bim $4. She then 
settled with bim for $3, and he allowed ber to 
go home. She had bad some trouble with Hall’s 
wife, and believed this wasgthe cause of Hall's 
action towards her. In her cross-examination, 
which was conducted by Mr. Miner, she contra- 
dicted herself in many instances. She could 
not remember whether Hall locked her into the 
room. She thought she heard bim turn the 
key, but did not try to open the door. She also 
was made to admit that she did not pay the $3 
to Mr. Hall. but to the Justice himself. Mrs. 

E. Chittenden testified that she was 
present when Mrs. Wilson was arrested, 
and saw Hall kick and choke her. She did not 
see him read a warrant nor hear him sav he was 
an officer. She ran out and got a police officer 
who spoke to Hall and then helped him ia get- 
ting Mrs. Wilson down-stairs. On the cross-ex- 
amination this lady got quite excited, because 
Mr. Miner asked ber whether she did not go un- 
der Various aliases and had kept formerly an 
assignation house. She looked daggers, aud 
told the attorney rather emphatically that she 
did not mean to be insulted. 

Miss Catherine Ferguson and Miss Catherine 
White also testified that they saw Mrs. Wilson 
arrested, and corroborated the previous wit- 
nese’ testimony. The attorneys for the defense 
could not see the ue of these 
witnesses. They would admit that 
their client had been compelled to 
use violence. That had nothing at all to do 
with the ch of kidnapping. The Court 
coincided with them, and therefore the prosecu- 
tion said they were through with their side. 

The defense called the accused, A. K. Hall, 
who testitied that he was a reguiar Constable of 
Cook County. He executed the State warrant 
on Mrs. Wilson, issued by Justice Fleming, of 
the Town of Lake, who was not at home when 
he got there. He had to wait for him about 
three-quarters of an hour. He did not lock her 
up. Left ber in the Justice’s room. She paid 
bim no money; whatever moncy transaction she 
had was between her and the Justice. When 
arresting her he read the warrant to her from 
beginning to end. The cross-examination elic- 
ited nothing new except. that Mrs. Wilson vio- 
lently resisted arrest, and that he had to get the 
aid of an otticer. 

The prosecution had no other witvesses. 

About an hour was then occupied by the at- 
torneys in expounding the law and giving vent 
to an unusual amount of heartrendering elo- 
quence. 

After having attentively listened to all the 
attorneys had to say, the Justice made the 
startling announcement that he knew nothing 
about the law, and, therefore, would take the 
case under advisewent, and give his decision 
next Thursday afternoon at 3 o’clock.

Committées were then appointed on Creden- 
tials and Permanent Organization, ana when 
these had retired Dr. Sonnenscheim, of St. 
Louis, by request, made an address. Hecon- 
gratulated the delegates on such a large gatb- 
ering of representatives of Judaism from both 
the Radical and Conservative branches) He 
said he was giad they bad met in Sturtevant 
Hall, made memorabie by the preaching of 
Prof. Felix Adler. 

This sentiment created a good deal of excite- 
ment, and some delegates called the speaker to 
order.

THE CENSUS. 


A Plan Devised by Gen, Walker for Securing 
the Aid of 60,000 Physicians in Obiaining 
Vital Statistics. 

Washington Dispatch to New York Tribune. 

Gen. Walker, Sutierinténdent of the Census, 
has adopted a plan whicb, in the very important 
item of vital statistics, promises to vield pesults 
of far greater value than any herctofore at- 
tained. 

When an enumerator inquires whether any 
deaths have occurred ju a family during the 
year preceding the enumeration, be often finds 
it difficult and even impossible to obtain precise 
information in regard to the time or the 
cause of the death, the age of the de- 
ceased, or other circumstances which ought to 
be reported. There is, perbaps, uncertainty 
as to whether death occurred within the year, or 
a little before it; or perhaps the name of the 
disease from which death resulted is unknown, 
or the deceased was among strangers, who 
knew little of him, and are unable to answer as 


to his age or occupation. 

To obviate such troubles, and obtain results 
with which the returns may be compared, and 
by which their accuracy may to à certain extent 
be tested, Gen. Walker is taking measures to 
obtain returns from all the practicing physicians 
and surgeons in the United States. numbering 
60,000 or 70,000, as to the deaths occurring in 
their practice during the year which will end on 
the Slst of May, 1880. To each practitioner 
is sent a book containing twenty blank 
forme and a pare of explanation. If more 
than twenty-four deaths occur within the 
year ip any physician’s practice, one or more ad- 
ditional books can be had ou application to the 
Census Bureau. The bianks call for the place 
and date of death, the name, sex. race or color, 
age, with date of birth, and occupation of the 
deceased, the cause or causes of death, or the 
symptoms where causes cannot with certainty 
be given, aud the fact that a post-mortem ex- 
amination was or was not held. 

By the adoption of this plan information will 
be obtained from a class of men of bich average 
intelligence, and the particulars of death can be 
recorded either at the time of occurrence or 
comoaratively soon thereafter. The form-books 
deseribed are already in course of distribution, 
and physicians who receive them, being thus ap- 
prised of the potuts on wien information ts de- 
sired, will be able to make such inquiries as will 
elicit any information essential to the complete- 
ness of their returns. 

In sending out these form- books the Bureau 
makes use of Butier’s list of ppveicians and sur- 
geons. ‘ibis work is the best of its kind, but is 
far from being complete, aud ip or@er to reme- 
dy its defects the list for each county, made ap 
from its pages, is sent to two physicians in each 
county, one of whom resides at the county-seat, 
with a request for its correction and completion.

A Sketch of the pret sat RS Founded by 


the Leaders of the American Kevoiation- 
ary Army. f

The anniversary of American tndependetice 
brings together the Members of this distin- 
guished Society iff the seven States where the 
State Societies are in existence to attend to reg- 
ular business and then dine together in frienaly 
com mubpion, 

Maj.-Gen. Henrr Knox, of the Continental 
Army of the Revolution, and Maj.-Gen. Baron 
de Steuben are considered to have been the 


earliest promoters of the Order of the Cincin- 


nati. When hostilities had ceased between 
Great Britain and the United States, and 
the American army, ater eight years of 
war, was about to be disbanded, a number 
of officers of rank met at Baron de Steuben’s 
quarters on the Hudson River, near Fisbkill, on 
May 10, 1873, im order to perpetuate the remem- 
brance of the efforta which bad been made by 
them to secure the independence of the Unitea 
States, as well as the mutual friendship which 
bad been formed under the pressure of common 
danger, and in many instances cemented by the 
blood of the parties, dy associating, cotisti- 
tuting, and combining themselves in the most 
solemn manner into one society of friends, to 
endure as long as they shou !d endure, or any of 
their eldest male posterity, and, in failure 
thereof, the collateral who should be 
judged worthy. 

These officers thus founded an Order heredit- 
ary in its character, and, as they had generally 
been taken from the citizens of America, and 
were about to follow the example of that Illus- 
trious Roman, Lucius Quintius Cincinnatas, by 
returning to their eitizenship, they concluded 
they might with propriety denominate them- 
selves The Society of the Cincinnati.” The 
principles which they d should be im- 
mutable ahd form the the society were 
remarkable, and showed the strong national 
feeling with which that incomparable little army 
was imbued at the very time when the articies 
of contederation, under Which the United States 
Goverument was then administered, were weak- 
est, and when the officers had the most just 
cause of complaint at the failure of the Gov- 
ernwent to settle their own long overdue ac- 
counts. 4

Gen. Washington continued in office until his 
decease, and was then succeeded by Maj.-Gen. 
Alexander Hawilton. 

lu the State societies of their respective States 
Maj.-Gens. Benjamin Lincoln, Nathasiel Greene, 
Alexander McDougall, Arthur St. Clair, and 
William Moulére became Presidents. 

At first there were thirteen State societies 
and a French State Society, but because of the 
very few qualified members in some of the 
States, difficulty of communication at that 
period, and like reasons, only seven have con- 
tinued in existence, the General Society meeting 
at ieast once in three years. a 

Each original member was required to con- 
tribute ope month's pay of bis rank. This, by 
ju dicious invest ments iu several of the societies, 
bas become a considerable fund. 

In France, Marshal Count de Kochambeau be- 
came President of the State Society, and Louis 
XVI., as a special favor, formally recocuized 
the Order and permitted such of his subjects as 
were entitled to membership by service in the 
American Revolution to become members and 
wear the insignia. None below the rank of 
* were selected, and the bighest of 
tie French nobility sought to qualify. The 


% French Revolution put an end to further meet- 


ings of that State Society, which numbered 
among its illustrious members of the nobility 
six Field Marshals, ten Generals, nine Lieuten- 
ant-Generals, three Admirals, three Vice-Aa- 
mirals, two Rear Admirals, two Princes, three 
Dukes, eighteen Marquises, and others of lower 
rank, who, like Count de Segur and be Che- 
role de La Perouse, were not unknown to 
Ame. 

In the „institution of 1789 it was provided 
that the insignia of the Order should be a bald 
eagle, with a medal and certain emblems on its 
breast. and the ribbon light blue, watered and 
edged with white, typical of the alliance bo- 
tween France and the United States. Most of 
the eagles possessed by the hereditary members 
in the United States were made in Paris at the 
order of the Marquis de Lalayette when he ro- 
turned there in 1754. 

Under the institution each State society is 
permitted to elect a very limited number of 
honorary members, and in this way Chancellor 
Livingston, Benjemin Franklin, Commodores 
Decatur, Bainbridge, Stewart, and Berry, Chie! 
Justices McKean and Richard Morris, William 


H. Prescott and Daniel Webster, Gen. Winfield 


Scott, and other eminent characters became 
members, 

No State societies have ever been allowed to 
be constituted in any State except one of the 
original thirteen, and membership is rigidly 
retained as settled by the founders. Ip conse- 
quence of this adherence to ihe wishes of the 
founders there is possibly vo order of distince- 
tion to-day in Europe as exclusive as that of the 
Cincinnati, founded by Republican officers 
ardently attached to principles of civil 
liberty and nationality. To-day each of the 
several State societies Will meet, and the 
hereditary members come from every part 
of the country, few in number, but 
glad to do honor memory of 
the founders aud the great principles they 
enunciated. The Massachusetts State Society 
meets in Boston, Rear-Admiral Henry Knox 
Thatcher, U. S. N°, being the President. The 
Knode Island State Society meets this year in 
the State-House in Newport. Last year it met 
in the State-House in Providence. Nathaniel 
Greene is President. The New York State So- 
ciety meets at Delmonico’s, in this city, with 
ex-Gov. Hamilton Fish as its President. He is 
also President-General of the General! Society. 
The Pennsylvania State Society, of which Mr. 
George W. Harris is President, meets in Phiia- 
delphia, while the New Jersey State Society, 
of which Mr. IL. Q. C. Elmer is dent, meets 
in Trenton. The Maryland State Society has 
alwars met in Baltimore. Mr. Williams fs the 
President. The South Carolina State Society 
meets in Charleston. This society, in April 
last, sustained a severe loss in the death of its 
President, James Simons.

“You mark my words: if Lamar can sneak 
out of a figpt and leave the imputation on Conk- 
ling, somehow, he will, do it. There are no peo- 
ple in the world who @islike a due) more than 
the Squthervers. Their love of bluster is in- 
herent and keeps them continually on the edge 
of duels; but their favorite way of getting rid 
of ap opponent is not ten paces, but shooting 
him from bebind a tree or when he is unarmed 
and unprepared. They are exceeding subtle in 
all the details of a cartel. Through all those 
Southern communities are men sharpened in the 
diplomacy of dueling; vet for the amount of 
talk they have on the subject there is probably 
less Gueling in the Soutu than in any part of the 
world. Murders are plentiful, but stand-up 
fights are rare. 

IJ remember one instance,” said this geutle- 
man, “‘which occurred about the time of the 
Chisolm massacre. You recollect that Chisolm 
was the leader of the Radicals of Mississippi, 
but he was doomed to be assassinated. Kuffiags 
broke into the jail and murdered the man, his 
son, and his daughter. It was one of the Hhoodiest 
transactions iu any domestic history. About that 
time one of the Federal office-holders at Vicks- 
burg published an article reviewing the massa- 
cre, for which he was called to account by the 
editor of one of the Vicksburg papers. This 
latter was a coward and loafer, but he had man- 
aged on one or two occasions to get up a repu- 
tation for ducling.
